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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office action is in response to the amendment filed on September 25, 2006. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-4, 7-9, and 13-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly 
anticipated by Miyasaka; 6,881,612; of record. 

Miyasaka discloses an assembly which comprises a semiconductor chip 100, a 
number of conductive lands (102, 104) disposed on chip 100, each of the lands having 
a permanent depression shaped to receive one of a number of conductive bumps (132, 
134) extending from a substrate 110; and a layer of an anisotropic conductive material 
120 disposed over each of the lands (102, 104) and depressions, see figures 4, 5, 6 and 
7 and column 8, line 61 bridging column 9 to line 58. Miyasaka discloses that adhesive 
120 can be an anisotropic conductive material, see column 7, line 34, and bridging 
column 8 to line 10. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-17 and 31-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Imasu et al.; US Patent 6,208,525; further in view of Sato; Pub. No. 
2002/0063316; both of record. 

Imasu et al. disclose an assembly which comprises a wiring board 1, a number of 
conductive lands 4A disposed on wiring board 1, each of the lands having a depression 
shaped to receive one of a number of conductive bumps 15 extending from a 
semiconductor chip 10; and a layer of an anisotropic conductive material 16 disposed 
over each of the lands 4A and depressions, see figures 10 and 1 1 and column 8, lines 
1-10 and lines 28-40; and figures 14-18, and columns 10-11. 

Applicants have amended claim 1 to recite that the land has a permanent 
depression. However, Sato discloses an assembly in which the conductive land has a 
permanent depression (see figure 2) shaped to receive a conductive bump extending 
from a second component (see figure 5). The permanent depression formed in lands 
10 have inclined guide-surfaces which ensure smooth alignment of the bumps 6 to the 
lands 10 and prevent the bumps 6 from falling off the lands 10. Therefore, it would have 
been obvious to one skilled in the art that a permanent depression should be formed in 
the soft layer 3 in the known assembly of Imasu et al. in order to ensure the smooth 
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alignment of the conductive bumps 15 with the conductive lands 4A and to prevent the 
bumps 15 from becoming dislocated from land 4A. If a permanent depression is formed 
in soft layer 3, when the metal layer is formed on the soft layer, the conductive land 4A 
disposed on first component 3 will have a permanent depression which is shaped to 
receive a conductive bump. Given the benefits associated with forming a permanent 
depression, it would have been obvious to the skilled artisan to form a permanent 
depression in the known assembly of Imasu et al. thereby enhancing the reliability of the 
connection made between the conductive land and the bump. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-17 and 31-33 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
